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Hetker our Saviour obferved the 
commandment of rhe law in the 
minner aud tine of eating 
the paffover and if Opinions 
bave been various about it ?

Anjw. To know if our bleffed Lord eat the Pa/vhal 
Lamb according, to tke injunétion of the Law, we mutt 
examine wherein this Ceremony confifted. Ic is cer- 
tainthe Fews uled to Celebrate it the evening of the 
fourteenth day of the Month, which in the Original 
Hebrew is called Abid: This is precifely commanded, 
and ’tis alfo expreffed in formal terms that it was the 
evening. Thefews began the day at tke fetting of the 
Sun, confequently according to our Calculation the 
pafover muft be eaten in the afternoon of the 14, 
when the day began to decline ; the praétice of the 
Ferrs according to the Relation of Fofephus and Philo 
being to facrince it at Noon, or the ninth hour, and 
continue the feaft until the evening ; how ill an opini- 
on foever fome may have received of the fidelity of 
ofthefe Authors, they cannot be doubted upon 
a faét which was fo Notorious. The ews were 
likewile fo fcrupulous, about the obfervation of their 
cuftoms, that they did not think it allowable either to 
anticipate or fufter the time to pafS; hut believed it 
an indifpenfible duty to Celebrate the paflover at the 
exaét time prefixt. Andif Jefus Chrift Celebrated 
it on the Thurfday in the evening “twas not according 
to the Law, fince it was not permitted.any one.to 
keep it for his conveniency before the time was ex- 
pired. So exaét were the Fews.in the obfervance of 
the day, that they wou'd not truft to their Afronomi- 
cal Computations, and fo great were there precauti- 
ons that they cou’d not be deceived more than fome 
minutes at the moft. Sothat thofe perfons who fay 
the Savhedrin’ had in their Calculations loft a dav, 
which was redreffed by our Saviour,in the Celebration 
of the pafforer, {peak only hy guefs, It is true chat 
if the Fews had had recourfe to the Tables to regu- 
late their feafts, *twou’d have been no furprizing 
thing for them to have flipt into this error, in atime 
wherein Affronomy was fo little known. For the Cor- 
rection of their Kalendar fhews how much they were 
miftaken in their Computation of the Sear year 5 the, 
Astronomical Tables agreeing not at all with the hed- 
vens > but their regulations being performed by the 
ii fpeGtion of the Moon, which was done every 
Month, a great knowledge in .Asfronomy was not re- 
quifite, precifely to count the day of the New Moon. 
It muft be confeft when they made Calculations for 
many years altho they miftook but a little, the error 
became more contiderable in'the courfe of time; yet 
in the interval of a Month there cou'd be no great 
miftake. The year in which our Lord was Crucify- 
ed, the fourteenth day whereonthe paffover fell,begun 
only on Thurfday in the evening, and the Lamb oughic 
not to have been facrificed till the morrow to have 
kept the paflover on the Friday in the evening. 

And befides our Saviour’s net keeping the paflover 
on the day commanded by the Law, it ‘does fot ap- 

ear that the Lamhe eat with his difciples, had been 
killed in the Temple ; and ‘this was an effential part 
of the Ceremony. We need only read the inftitution 
ofthis great feaft, and what the Fewilh Dokters have 

Written upon it, to be convinced that they cou’d not 
articipate the time, becaule of the folemnity of the 
facrifices made at certain hours in the Temple, with 
2!] the formalities preferib’d by. the Law Of A/*s, 
Now we have noreafén to conclude from any place

thateither Fefus Chri or his ditiples f much’as 
thought of changing the day, or performing whate- 
ver Was required about it. And it is faid in Job 19, 
14 and 31 verfes, that che Friday was the day of the 
preparation of the pajfjovers Now the preptration th aS 
that time in the afternoon during which they made 
teady every thing for the Sabbath day, thar the reft 
of it might not be interrupted. From whence ’tis 
plain that the feaft of the ews pafloevet did not be- 
gin till the evening of that day wherein our Saviour 
fuiferet upon the Crofs. To which fome anfwer that 
the Friday was always call’d Peooe Tie Hy the eve or 


preparation of the Sabbath : and that the feaft of the 
paffover which this year tell upon the Friday, was ae- 
verthelefS called the preparation of the Sabbath ac- 
cording tothe Commion ufe; for the paffover was not 
the preparation. But St. fobn exprefly fays it was 
the preparation of the pajfover, andlikewife. the precau- 
tion of the Jews, who wou’d not have the bodies ra 
coutinus on the Crofs on the Sabbath diy, thews that even 
the day of our Saviour’s death was not that of the 
paffover. Since they wou'd at leaft have fCrupled as 
niuch to have Nailed the bodies on the CrofS on the 
greateft of their feafts, as of Leaving them on it on 
the Sabbath day. This Circuimftance evidently fhews 
that Friday was not a folemn day, fiace the Fews 
then enter’d into the Hall to Solicit the death of our. 
Lord, and that the two thieves were (ent with him 
to be punifhed, which executions wou'd have been 
very Offenfive in’a day as facred as the paffoever, 

Some have thought that it was but a fimple 
fapper, wherein Jefus Chrift defigned to inftitute 
the Eucbarift, to perpetuate the memory of that 
death he was ready to futter. However thof who 
have been of this and the foregoing opinion, have 
not offered them as articles of faith, but only as 
fush ds appear’d moft probable to them.
